Brunson Tells Details Of Shooting 


Richard Brunson was charg- 
ed in a local shooting case 
here last week and it was 
reported in this newspaper with 
quotes from the statements the 
two shooting victims gave Elba 
police, Saturday Brunson 
asked that his side of the story 
be published for the benefit of 
his family and friends, 

Brunson related that he and 
his twelve-year-old daughter 
Jacquelyn, were on the way 
home from church when he 


stopped by “to get a little 
drink before lunch’ from 
Allen Shipman. Robert 


Williams was there, Brunson 
said, and as Brunson walked 
up the drive, Williams “hit 
me in the stomach,’’ Brunson 
said he told Williams, ‘Don’t 
do that, Robert, my daughter 
is with me.” He said that 
Williams hit him again and 
his daughter started crying, 
According to Brunson, 
Williams “then yanked my tie 


off before things settled down.” 

Then, according to Brun- 
son, Williams said, ‘I have 
a fifth at home, come on 
over.” Brunson said, ‘‘Allen 
drove Robert’s car into the 
yard and we pulled up  be- 
hind him, As we were walk- 
ing up the driveway, Robert 
hit me side of the head,” 
Williams then said, ‘Nigger, 
I will knock you through that 
car,’? according to Brunson, 
He continued with, “I tell 
you what, Nigger, carry your 
daughter home and come back,” 
Brunson told this newspaper, 


Brunson said that his gun 
was in the car all the time 
and he put it in his belt when 
he came back and walked up 
on the porch, He rang the 
door bell and Robert said, 
“Come in, and I walked in.” 

According to Brunson, the 
‘conversation was opened by 
Shipman who said “Crock - 


(meaning Brunson) and Wil- 
liams interrupted with “Shut 
up and let me handle this.’ 


Brunson related that he 
was standing about five or six 
feet from Williams with the 
table between them and as 
Williams started walking to- 
ward hith, ‘I shot down on the 
floor and didn’t know I had hit 
anyone until Allen said I had 
done shot him,’ Brunson 
continued by relating he said, 
“What” and Robert sat Wack 
down in the chair and his wife 
said for us tg get out of the 
house with that mess,,and I 
unloaded the gun and left,” 

Brunson then noted that he 
went to the police station, but 
there were no police at the 
Station - nothing but the radio 
operator, ‘‘I waited and Dep- 
uty Ray Norris came in and 
asked me what had happened,”’ 
Brunson said, ‘I told him 
I had gotten into some troub- 


le and to please follow me 
home with my car and then 
take me to jail, and he did,” 
said Brunson, Brunson was 
in jail about two hours be- 
fore bond was posted, 


Brunson noted that the 
pistol was a twelve-shot 
automatic, fully loaded, and 
he was a good shot with any 
gun. “If I had wanted to, I 
could have killed them - I 
didn’t want to shoot anybody,’ 
Brunson said. He noted that 
Allen Shipman was honest and 
would tell the truth. ‘‘He did- 
n’t do anything,’? Brunson said 

Brunson noted that several 
people had told him that Wil- 
liams had had an argument 


with another local citizen 
the same day.

newspaper the same details of 
the incident, and Brunson said

One scientifically conducted 
survey, taken in strick confi- 
dence, asked personal ques- 
tions of 1600 ‘“average’’ peo- 
ple, mainly white collar work- 
ers. Results showed only 1% 
were innocent of a group of 
felonies that could, if known 
to authorities, put the re- 
maining 99% behind bars for 
a year or more, Nohe were 
in jail at the time of inter- 


view, and none of the group 
had ever been arrested for 
other than traffic violations, 


In another study, ‘‘good’’ col- 
lege students were found to be 
guilty of only slightly less 
crime than ‘‘bad’’ juvenile del- 
inquents who were serving time 
in various punishment or treat- 
ment institutions, 

Surprisingly, among the 
millions of felonies reported 
to authorities, only 1% of the 
guilty are captured, tried, con- 
victed and jailed! Evidently 
wariness is a primary neces- 
sity among the law-abiding. 

Confidence games are abun- 
dant over the nation, Perpe- 
trators come up with some- 
thing new almost daily, and 
it seems the elderly are the 
most vulnerable, probably be- 
cause they grew up in an era 
when people thought word was 
bond, In a town in the mid- 
west, a 75-year-old woman 
drew $5,000 from her savings 
account to give to 4 woman 
who claimed to have found 
$30,000 cash in a paper sack 
on the street, She offered 
to share it with the victim if 
$5,000 were given as security 
for holding the find, for divid- 
ing later, When opened, of 
course, the bag contained only 
newspaper cut to the size of 
currency, 

In an eastern city, a man 
received a telephone call pur- 
portedly from his bank, asking 
that he withdraw all his money 
as it was feared a bank em- 
ployee was stealing from his 
account, If he would coop- 
erate and keep the cash at’ 
home until the dishonest clerk 
was caught, he could then re- 
turn the money to the bank, 
without losing interest for the 
brief withdrawal period, Not 
bothering to verify, the vic- 
tim withdrew $28,000, kept it 
at home until the caller came 
to his door, The culprit, he 
was told, had been apprehend- 
ed, and the neatly dressed man 
had been sent to “pick up the 
money and return it to deposit, 
to save him the trouble of hay- 
ing to go back downtown,”’ The 
victim cheerfully, blindly gave 
the con-man his life savings, 
with nothing to show for it but 
a phony receipt, Unbelievable? 
Things like this happen some- 
where almost every day, 

Foolish as it may seem, 
people don’t always report being 
victims of confidence games, 
Many are too embarrassed to 
admit they allowed themselves 
to be taken in, so they remain 
Silent, chalking their losses to 
experience, While that may 
salve a bent ego, itdoes nothing 
toward apprehending con art- 
ists. Few stop their activi-

There is something excit- 
ing and intriguing about 5-year- 
olds. If you doubt this, visit 
the Title I Kindergarten of 
the Elba Elementary Schooll 
The character, charm, zest 
and freshness of these de- 
lightful children cheerfully 
challenge their parents, tea- 
chers and friends every day, 

The Elba Elementary 
School has had a ‘Kindergarten 
program for almost seven 
years, This year Elba Elem- 
entary School has five kinder- 
garten classes and an Early 
Childhood EMR (ECEMR) unit; 
the ECEMR is the only unit 
‘of this kind in our area, These 
students are mainstreamed - 
(placed back) into the kinder- 
garten classes for a portion 
of each day, 

The purpose of kindergar- 
ten is to help children make 
the transition from home to 
Social adjustment is 
a primary goal, but skills are

ACCIDENTS 

We have power lines criss- 
crossing Coffee County, both 
the main lines and lines lead~- 
ing into buildings and homes, 
Here are some items that have 
been involved in power line 
accidents -- grain augers, - 
booms, conveyors, tall tract- 
ors and wagons, ladders (even 
wooden ladders have been in- 
volved), TV antennaes, CB 
antennaes, irrigation pipes 
and others. You are in dan- 
ger around a power line even 
in rubber-tired equipment be- 
cause now tires contain steel 
and carbon. Both are conduct- 
ors of electricity. 

If you have a TV antennae 
in a dangerous spot or tall 
equipment to be moved near 
a power line, don’t hesitate 
to call your power distributor 
and get him to help you. Ano- 
ther thing is if you do acci- 
dentally come in contact with 
a line on a vehicle, try to 
back out. If you cannot, ump 
clear is possible, Never touch 
the vehicle and the ground at 
the same time. 

Incidentally, it is an excel- 
lent idea to teach others on 
your farm and home how to 
disconnect the power at each 
building, Check clearances be- 
fore moving equipment. Look 
up and live! 


PRUNING

CONSERVING HEAT 


Energy conservation can 
have unexpected positive ef- 
fects. Even on the human 
body, 

Americans who have low- 
ered the temperatures in their 
homes and work places to the 
mid-sixties may be healthier 
in some ways than those who 
keep their thermostats set in 
the seventies, 

For one thing, our bodies 
adjust to temperature changes 
gradually, And moving from 
an overly warm room _ into 
the cold outside can affect the 
respiratory system and even 
trigger coughing or breathing 
difficulties, according to the 
Alabama Lung Association, 

For another thing, with 
indoor heating in winter, the 
air becomes dryer as the tem- 
perature climbs in the room, 
Dry air can irritate passages 
in the nose, throat, and lungs, 
But by the time the air gets 
into the deepest parts of the 
lungs, the microscopic air 
sacs, it has been moistened 


along the way by sticky fluid 
called mucus, When dry air 


gets to the air sacs, it has 
acquired a relative humidity 
of almost 100 percent, 

When you exhale, more than 
half the moisture in the air 
you breathe out is returned 
once again to the mucuous lin- 
ings, but your breath is still 
moist, On very cold days, the 
outside air holds less water 
vapor than on a warmer day, 
So when you exhale, you can 
actually see your steamy 
breath as it hits the drier, 
colder air outside, 

One of the major benefits 
of lowering temperatures at 
home and at work is conserv- 
ing energy, which, in turn re- 
duces the pollution in the air 
we breathe, To help support 
your lungs and fight air pollu-
